The attached mission statement for Concordia University has its origin in a 
speech given by the Rector on 30 October 1989 to a joint meeting of Senate 
and the Board of Governors. It states, in broad terms, what the University 
aspires to be, rooted in its particular experience as an academic institution 


and as part of a wider community. 


The original statement was examined by the Senate Committee on Academic 
Planning and Priorities. A sub-committee of SCAPP reviewed it and made 
some changes and additions. At its meeting of 19 April 1991, SCAPP 
approved a revised version of the mission statement, which it is recommend- 
ing to Senate for approval. Following approval by Senate, the statement will 
be forwarded to the Board of Governors for its approval. 


It should be emphasized that a mission statement is not an end in itself. 
Instead, it is intended to provide a succinct and general affirmation of the 
University’s principles and objectives, to be used by units of the University as 
a basis for formulating their own missions. Out of these statements should 
emerge, after an appropriate process of reflection and consultation, more 


precise and detailed planning objectives and strategies for the University.
